New Bedford Fishermen Say They Are 
Not Catching Any Small Flounder 

i\{id’At(antic ^isfiery Council ^ets Load ‘Uiezus On *Proposedfh(^t *Kg£s 


A handful of fishermen who 
attended the October 15th public 
hearing on summer flounder 
regulations say no small 
flounder is being caught because 
they are dying even before they 
swim north. 

The Mid-Atlantic Fishery 
Management Council took its 
proposal known as Amendment 
1 for the Summer Flounder 
Fishery to the Seaport Inn to 
hear what local fishermen think 
about a host of ways to stop 
what it says is the exploitation 
of summer flounder. The 
amendment covers the area from 
the southern border of North 
Carolina to the Canadian line. 

According to published 
indicators used by fishery 
managers only about 22% of all 
summer flounder that are alive 
now will be alive one year later. 
Other indications show that the 
flounder fishery could be in 



much worse condition. 

The ten fishermen on hand 
for the meeting agreed. 
Fisherman Chris Botelho told 
the three member panel "Small 
fish are being killed down south 
and because of that we never see 
it.:" He added that "it's kind of 
late, we’re in trouble now with 
no fish to be caught." 

The council is of the opinion 
however that the stock could 
rebuilt itself only by reducing 
fishing mortality from current 
levels. That means new 
proposals on mesh net sizes. 

Amendment 1 calls for only 
otter trawls in the first year with 
5.5" minimum mesh (diamond) 
or 6" minimum mesh (square) 
inside measure, applied 
throughout the cod end of the 
net may retain more than 500 
pounds of summer flounder. If 
the fish is landed in a State that 
has a larger minimum net mesh 


size, the State limit would 
prevail. 

Beginning the second and 
following years, otter trawl 
vessels with only 5.5" minimum 
mesh (diamond) or 6" minimum 
mesh (square) inside measure, 
applied throughout the body of 
the net may keep more than 500 
pounds of summer flounder. 

These vessels will not be 
able to have for immediate use 
any net or any piece of net not 
meeting the mesh size 
requirements or mesh that is 
choked off. Nets stored below, 
nets stowed and lashed down on 
deck, nets which are on reels 
and are covered and secured 
with the cod end removed or 
nets which are secured in a 
manner approved by the 
Regional Director can be 
considered to be "not available 
for immediate use". 

The proposal states that

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since it will be difficult to detect 
a violation of the minimum 
mesh net regulation, the penalty 
for individuals "must be 
sufficient to provide an adequate 
deterrent". The penalty for the 
first offense would be six 
months of loss of permit and a 
second offense would be met 
with a one year loss of permit. If 
the individual fishes without any 
further penalties for three 
following years, the earlier 
offenses will be wiped off his 
record. 

Added to the measure is an 
indication stronger steps could 
be taken by the regional director 
such as the placement of water 
actuated transmitters placed on 
each net carried on board to 
prevent double bagging. 


Fishermen Brian Mello says 
he would like to have a fishery 
observer on his vessel 
immediately to show that there 
are no small fish in the northern 
waters. Other fishermen say the 
fish is being killed in inner 
waters such as the Chesapeake 
Bay from pollution. A fishery 
scientist on hand confirmed that 
the summer flounder tends to 
spawn its offspring deep out at 
sea and the young fish swim 
into the estuaries to grow. It was 
also noted that small summer 
flounder in the northern waters 
tend to grow faster than those in 
the southern waters. 

With the pressure now on 
souther fishermen, local 
boatowner Ken Daniels said "it 
is a big step for North Carolina

going to a 5.5 inch mesh 
regulation firom its 4-4.5 inch. 

According to fishery 
statistics over 550,000 pounds 
of summer flounder was landed 
in the state in the first quarter of 
1989 That was compared to a 
lower figure of 195,000 pounds 
in 1990. Meanwhile North 
Carolina landed over 2.4 million 
pounds in the first quarter of 
1989 while it experienced a 
decline to 1.8 million in 1990. 

The Executive Director of 
the Mid-Atlantic Council Jolm 
Bryson suggested that in the 
past when mesh net regulations 
were proposed it was met with 
stiff opposition. Now he 
indicated that has changed with 
fishermen realizing that 
something must be done to

rebuild the diminishing stock. 

The panel also discussed a number of 
alternatives to the plan. It includes taking no 
action at all, which is not likely. Another calls 
for those fishing west of 71degrees 30 minutes 
west longitude to be required to use a minimum 
5.5" diamond or 6" square, inside measure, 
applied throughout the cod end while those 
fishing east of that line will be required to use 
those same mesh requirements but can retain 
more than 15% of its total catch as summer 
flounder. Other alternatives include exempting 
the fly net fishery from the minimum mesh net 
requirement, requiring a smaller mesh regulation 
of 5" diamond and 5.5" square and requiring that 
special; permits be issued to those fishing east of 
the 71-30 line. 

At present, the commercial and recreational 
catches of summer flounder are comprised 
primarily of 0 to 2 year old fish. Summer 
flounder is known to have lived up to 20 years or 
more. Catches of larger fish are now infrequent 
in the landings. The report indicates that the 
oldw fish are being too rapidly removed from 
the population and nearly all of the new fish are 
being spawned by fish that get to spawn once or 
at most twice before they are caught and killed 
by fishermen. 

The amendment is the first of what may be 
stiffer proposals forthcoming in 1991. Bryson 
suggested that overall quota policies may be 
adopted to assist in the effort to rebuild the 
summer flounder resource. That came to no 
surprise to those in attendance.

He was a member of the 
Latvian Lutheran Exile Church 
of Boston. He had a strong 


devotion to the promotion of the 
Latvian people and served on 
many organizations. 

He is survived by his 
widow, Milda, three daughters, a 
sister and five grandchildren. 

His arrangements were handled 
by the Fairlawn Mortuary of 
180 Washington Street, 
Fairhaven. 

It had been requested that 
in lieu of flowers, donations 
may be made in his memory to 
the New Bedford WEhaling 
Museum.

A Historic Voyage North For An Old Fishing Vessel 



She has been laying 
quietly in Fairhaven for 
some time, seemingly 
anxious to get some 
attention, from someone... 
anyone. 

The good word has arrived. 
Next week the former fishing 
vessel Evelina M. Goulart will 
ride ever so slowly out of New 
Bedford harbor for the last time 
and inch her way up river during 
the fall high tides to Essex, her 
birthplace. 

Essex is where the Historical 
Society plan greet her to her 
new home. It has been a long 
year for the folks from the old 
shipbuilding town north of 
Boston but they knew the 
Goulart would be coming back 
sooner or later. 

The vessel is believed to be 
the finest of its kind still in 


existence built by the Essex 
shipyard. It was partially 
submerged a{ a Fairhaven dock 
in 1989 and with the 
commitment of Robert Douglas 
of \^neyard Haven the vessel 
was raised is repaired in June of 
1989. 

She was supposed to have 
been towed to Essex this past 
spring but a late town meeting 
vote to allow the museum the 


right to use town property to 

dock her was taken too late to 
meet the high spring tides. Now 
that the high fall tides are here 
and her spot is officially hers, 
the vessel will be taken away 
from her berth at the D.N Kelley 
Shipyard in Fairhaven. 

The vessel sunk at the docks 
after years of neglect by her 
former owners. She was heeled 
on her starboard side which

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became badly wormed. "She just got plenty old," 
said Douglas when asked what caused her to sink. 

"You could do research but I don;'t think any 
fishing vessel ever fished for 57 years," added 
Douglas who owns the sailing vessel Shenandoah 
out of the Vineyard. 

The town of Essex built over 6,000 great 
fishing schooners in the last 300 years. When the 
Goulart returns to the town she will be the only 
vessel ever to do so. The other vessels still in 
existence include the Adventure of Gloucester, the 
L. A. Dunton in Mystic, the Emestina of New 
Bedford and the Lettie G. Howard of New York. 

The most important aspect of the Goulart is the 
fact that she has survived all these years 
completely intact just as she was built. All the 
other vessels during the course of their lives have 
been rebuilt, repaired and altered which left none 
of the original fabric in place. Douglas said over 
90% of the Goulart's planking and decking is 
original.

In an interview with 
Douglas earlier this year he 
suggested his concerns that the 
vessel may not go north because 
of the delay in politics. "It has 
soaked up alot of my time and 
money and at this point I don't 
have any guarantee that we are 
going to pull it off at all." 

The only way the Goulart 
could make the long journey up 
the narrow, rocky Essex River 
was to not go when the summer 
boaters take up the river space 
and when the tides are not high 
enough. It is only in the spring

The F/V Maiy Louise, a 75' western rig 
scallq>er was on fire and its five man crew 
abandoned ship to another fishing vessel.

There is so much to write about and we here in the 
office are so busy doing the business of your fisheries 
association, I must pick and choose what to write about 

My main problem is that I do so much that benefits 
and protects fishermen other than you, who continue to 
get a free Hde, because they won’t dig down and pay 
($30.00) thirty bucks a month as they should to help carry 
the financial load of doing business. 

The Fishery Management Council continue? to be a 
major problem and hind^e to our sensible effort control 
program, to get rid of the meat count and to make a 
sensible sea scallop resource management plan that can 
work and save the industry too. 

I attended the Council Meeting last month and 
spoke several times. I also talked to members outsicte of 
the meeting hours trying to sell our plan and get their 
support. It’s discouraging but someone has tt) keep trying. 

I voiced strong opposition to any change in the 
diamond mesh size larger than 51/2” now or in the future. 

I stressed that the S f/2” diamond mesh had not had a fair 
trial. I also know some people are using square mesh in 
the nets some places they fish and are satisfied with it. 

Keep me informed how it goes with either square ot your 
diamond mesh nets. Some people seem surprised that I 
also attend the Groundfish Committee Meetings and also 
the sea scallop meetings. The Association now has a large 
dragger membership, which makes Offshore Mariners 
Association well balanced when I attend Council and 

Coast Guard meetings. 

I have opposed some parts of the new safety 
regulations, bo^ at Public Hearings and by written 
statement as well. 

Fishermen will be licensed probably in 1991 or 

1992 the way it looks to me now. We here at O.M.A. will 
keep track of what’s htqipening. 

Coast Guard Safety Rules and Regulations are also 
going to be tough but 1 think most of your boats are well 
equipped. There will be some nuisance Rules and 
Regul^ons that I hope we can change their minds about 
before they are put into use. There are some that should 
not or need not be finalized. 

U.S. Coast Guard has some plaques, (notices), that 
have to be put up, one in the engine room, one in the 
cooks quarters, and the other in the Pilot House. I have a 
few of each in the office and I will get mtve made up if 
needed. 

If you have a chance and see copies of the Bamxle, 
pick one up, it’s free. We have an article there every two 
weeks. It’s a good ptq)er and Gary Golas, a friend of ours 
and the fishing industry, is the owner/operator; although 
he prefers to called I^blisher/Editor, which he really 
is. 

We were giving the fuel price every morning with 
the fish news but we had to stop. The price was changing 
every day and some oil companies were willing to m^e a 
deal to get a new customer, (probably the deal only lasted 
one trip), after they had given me a price just before the 
fish news and then changed it later in the morning. So in 
fairness to everybody we had to stop. 

Got any ideas for the good of the Association, the 
good of the industry, come in and tell me about it, I am 
interested in what you are thinking. 

A special thanks to those that donated to the two 
scallop shucking contests O.M.A. sponsored here in New 
Bedford and also in Lunenburg, Nova Scotia. 

The guys and gals that went to Lunenburg, at their 
own expense, I might add, had a great time. Likewise, 
the Canadians and their guests enjoyed the New Bedford 
area.

We entered the Bay of Fundy, with its twenty foot tides, on July 21st. The training ship ANNA CHRISTINA, a 
Schooner based in Digby for the summer, and Nova Scotia’s largest scalloping fleet made room for us at the town docks, 
and the Mayor and a welcoming committee were on hand to catch the docklines far the “Mcxrissey” for the first time in 73 
years. 

The ERNESHNA had a rich history under hCT first name Effie M. Morrissey, and one of the ship’s key missions is to 
maintain her links to the past Fw it is those historical links that give her links to Ae past. For it is those historical links 
that give her the unique ability to bring history to life. And so it was a special day in Digby, as the daughters, nephews and 
grandchildren of the ship’s owner Ansel Snow (fiom 1904 -1914) gathered on her decks to share their memories, or to 
repeat the family stories that had been handed down, of the way life was aboard the sturdy fishing vessel in those early 
years of this century. The more we learn of how many lives she has touched, the more the crew seems to appreciate this old 
ship, and that appreciation translates into how we swab her decks, how we handle the sails, how we polish the brass; it 
increases our pide, in what she stands for, and in ourselves. ’This has been the most wonderful day” is how eighty-some 
year old Ruth Snow Sundman put it when she came aboard. Daughter of Ansel Snow, the ship’s owner during the ten year 
span, she had gathered Snow family descendants from all over the worid to be on their ancestor’s vessel that day. 

We departed Digby Town on July 23rd, stopping next in Lunenburg, Nova Scotia. Lunenburg is an historic treasure, 
and is a valuable “teaching aid” in our educational program. Trainees are given the opportunity to walk through a town that

embodiment of what Gloucester, 
our ship’s first home, used to be. 
The Atlantic Fisheries Museum, 
on the Lunenburg waterfronL 
features displays about the Effle 
M. Morrissey. And the historic 
streets and waterfront buildings 
offer sights such as a ISO year old 
blacksmith shop that is still 
producing commercial gear for 
rishing vessels. Lunenburg gets a 
visit from the ERNESTINA 
yearly, and every year, crew 
members rave about that 
blacksmith shop. 

It was in Lunenburg that the 
crew began replacing the running 
rigging. The Captain is vay 
concerned that the ship be 
absolutely safe as it can be, and so 
periodically calls for the 
replacement of any lines that have 
weakened through use. wewrae 
docked at the Fisheries Museum, 
next to their restored fishing 
schooner THERESA 
O’CONNOR, and visitors to that 
ship were delighted K> be able to 
see one that was actually in use, 
and to see ERNESTINA crew 
members up in the shrouds, 
passing the new halyards. 

It was also in Lunenburg 
that we heard the Erst received 
rqwrts of Hurricane Bertha. 
Departing Saturday, July 28th we 
had to push every wave of the 600 
miles to Newfoundland, and 
thankfully we stayed ahead of 
Bertha’s 30 foot seas. 

We even had to bypass our 
scheduled visit to St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, for fear we would 
be Uraiqjed by the hurricane’s 
storms. But that was alright by 
the Captain and crew alike, for it 
meant we would arrive in the 
wonderful “Brigadoon” village of 
Brigus one day early.

40 Things Fishermen Can Do to Raise the $Value$ of Seafood bv Kenneth Proudfoot 
First pninting October 1990, Shoreline Press, paper ($4.95) 

There are many general business books on shelves that offer advise on accounting, marketing, investment, and how 
the survive in today’s every changing economy. Kenneth Proudfoot’s new book is different. He offers the reader, which 
he wants to be conunercial fishermen, advice and thoughts on ways they can increase the value of the seafood they land. 
This book is for all commercial fishermen and lists 40 items for potential action that are aimed at improving seafood’s 
position in the food market 

The 40 things are grouped first into 15 suggestions that the fisherman can “do yourself’ and start with “Keep it 
Clean” (item #1) and work through “Box-on-board” (item #4), to “Know your local politicians/Community Leaders” 

(item #13) and ends with ‘Tarticipate in a Fishermen’s Trade Association” (item #15). Some of these items may seem 
obvious or not worth the time, but read carefully. Item #9 ‘Tiggyback Maiket Underutilized Species” points out that there 
are still many species of fish and shellfish that have not achieved widespread recognition and commercial acceptance. 

The action suggested to the fisherman is to bring the dealer samples of these species you can catch and he can sell. In the 
back of the book, there is a section called Access to Resources, here other books, both general and specific are listed fix’ 
additional review. In the case of item #9, the additional reference is Guerrilla Maiketinp. by Jay Conrad Levinson, an 
excellent resource for the small businessperson who involves himself in all aspects of their business. 

From the items to do yourself, Ken turns to “Things to do with Others” and then lists “Improve the Name” (item 
#16) and goes to ‘Take One Idea and Do Something” (Item 40). An interesting action item is number 29, which states; 
“Encourage some supermarkets...to leave seafood retailing...suggest expert seafood retail specialists lease the maricet’s 
seafood departmenL..encourage excellence.” This action item follows a commentary that “Most supermarkets fail to live 
up to the standards of excellence the sale and handling of seafood requires and deserves.” For us locally, we are perhaps 
not aware of what goes on “inland” with the retailing of seafood. If ^ experience is bad for the consumer, there will be 
less desire for the product 

Ken points out that “Rshermen are unique among all the food harvest workers upon this earth...No business (» 
industry requires more skills and knowledge about such a wide variety of disciplines...engine mechanics, hydraulics, 
electronics, vessel operation, navigation, meteorology, safety and survival. Are fighting, net and/or trap construction and 
rqrair. Ash finding, refrigeration. Ash handling and storage, personnel management, banking and accounting, politics, and 
seafood marketing.” 

The detail on each item is limited, but that’s not the point. Kenneth Proudfoot wants to start everyone thinking. 

The Ashermen are the ones to take the action, but actually we are all eager for your success as you are a major part of the 
economy. Beyond thinking he requests taking some action and providing feedback to him directly. His address at the 
Shoreline Press is listed on the back page and he promises the industry that updates will be found in the Shoreline 
Fishermen’s News.
